The insiallation included 5 three-
story billets, 50 meters long, 1 two-story headquerters building, aboub
30 meters long, 1 two-story kitchen-end-mwess building, 1 gymnasium, 2.
vehicle sheds, aboub 80 meters long, evd 1 large workshop nezt tc one
of the vehicle sheds, The installation was enclosed by an iron fence. The
goldiers, who wore red patehes and red cap bands, were observed leaving
the installstion om foot and on trucks. They only cerried rifles end
svbmachine guns. The unlt wes equlpped with an wndetermined mumber of
trucks and jeeps, which were parked in the vehlcle cheds. -

2, Prior to October 1951, the former Clausewitz XKaserns on the northe
northeastern perimeter of the city, directly south of the road fork of
the Neisse/Orottkau (P 51/H 77) and the Welsse/Lemsdorf (F 51/H 9€)
voads was alao occupled by a Polish Infantry unit wearing red service
color and enquipped with an undetermined numbsr of trucks, which were
observed in the barracks aree. The installation included 5 three-story
tillets, 1 vehicle shed, about 70 meters long with a workshop ettached,
1 gymnesium and 1 swall guardhouse, and was enclosed by sn iron fence,
about 2 meters high. ‘ .

3. In the fall of 1951, the former Artillery Barracks on ihe south gide
of the road to Heldersdorf (1 km northwest of Nelsse) aund opposite a
cemetery, on the northwestern verimeter of the city, was still complebely
demnged. )

4. The training area of the post was lceated northwest of the barracks

installation described in paragraph 1. Another training ares was located
north of the eity and west and south of Kapellenberg.:
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ITricr to the fall of 1951, s Soviet komendatura was located in Nelsse.
Seviet soldlers and officers wearing red cap bands were observed on
the strests. The enlisted men usually wore gymnaslorkss (high collaved
biouses) and gearrison caps with the Soviste-star emblen.

Feoish and Soviet Troops in Oels,

Prior to the fall of 1951, a barracks installation in the eastern

sector of the ecity of Cels (r 52/C 73) and southwest of & seninary wvas
oceupled by & Polish dnfentry unit wearing red service. coler. The
buildings of the installation were made of stucao, painted yellow, and
included & three-story billets and 2 vehicle sheds, about 50 meters long,
The insbtellation was enclosed by a mesh-wire fence. Three apartment

houses cceupled by officers and thelr dependents were loerted opposite

the installation. Besides srall srns, light AT guss and mortars were
frequently observed in the barracks area. The AT guns, which were of
about 45-1z: caliber, had spoke vheels with pneumatic tires, a barrel,
about 2.5 meters long with no ruzzle brake, and 2 aplit-trail gun
carrisge with round trails. The nertars, which vere of aboubt 50-1m
caliber,had a base plate with three small saw toothed raills nn the Lotbor,
e ropbars wvere disasserbled and were carried as packs. Oonly a sall
wurber of trueks were observed.

Trior to the fall of 1951, the berracks inetal’atlion in the northern
sector of the city and about 200 rebors southwest of an sthletic Tield
was also ccounied by a Tolish unit wearing red service color. The
ingtallation ivcladed 5 threc-gtory barracks and 2 . otor vehicle sheds,
alout 40 reters long, and wes enclosed by an iron tenece suppeited by &
conerete woll., The buildings were rade of stuces and were of a kright
color. Yo weapons or robor vellcles vere observed,

Irior to the fall of 1961, the barracks installation on the nortlk side

of the road to Gross Warienberg (i 52/G OL), northeast of the city,

was cceupied by folist soldiers. The inrtallaticn eonsicted of old
ouildings, which wers enclosed by a 3 neter wall, A Yrolish sentry carryling
a subractine gun stood at the entrance. )
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irior to the £all of 1951, a Soviet supply
deot on the south side of the road to (ross - artenoerf, about 3 lav east-
northeast of the ¢ity. Thz inrtallation was enreounded Yy a high mesh-wire
fence with spotlights, coversed an area about 30C x 200 meters, and
ineluded four two-story storelouses, about 70 reters long. The installation
s alemg the side of the road. The buildings were rade of stuceo, palnted
gray and had £lat tar paper roofs. They were squirred with wooden loading
rarps connected to the sldes fronting the road, Ths installation had only
one entrsmee, waich was a paved road, S neters wide, and was connected to
the derot area, According to residents, the inetallation had a work force
consisgting of Toviet soldiers. Hations snd ordnsncs supplics were stored
theve. “werous wooden barrels and boxes of various sizes were observed
bhotween “he buildings. Weapon ~f 100 to 1R0-mr with pnlid-tires were south
of the buildings, in five or six rows extending over the entire length of
the installation. They had disk whesls, sylit-trall gun cavriapes and
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rearvard shields. Between the spring and the fall of 1951, there was
no change in the arrangerent of the weapons. From 10 to 15 trucks with
Soviet drivers were usually parked. in front of the buildings, Prior

to the fall of 1951, Soviet officers and soldiers were also vsually
observed in the wity of Osls, ’
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M cent. The 33d Inf Regt of the Tih Inf Div is carpied
in Nelsse. The vegiment sy have been stationed at this post in the
fall of 1951. An ungubstentisted yrevious report stated that an
infantry regiment conmanded by Major Lewkowlez, (fnu), and assigned
Lo the 4th Inf Div wss Jocated; in Janvary 1952, in Heisse. According
i~ that game report, the 4th Inf Div was stationed in Nedase.
